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Hail Suppress 
Gives Report 
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(Following is a report from the 
hail suppression company which is 
operating from a site west of 
Didsbury. The project covers por - 
tions of the Municipal Districts of 
Mountain View, Rocky View and 
Kneehill),

The 1959 hail suppression oper- 
ations which commenced June 20th, 
were terminated on Friday, Sep- 
tember 25th. 

Mixed feelings are the result of 
the operations this year. Many, 
who are severely hailed, feel that 
the project was a failure, while 
others with 100 per cent damage, 
feel that, since hail is so destiuc- 
tive, all possible should be done to 
develop more perfect methods of 
suppression. Then, too, many who 
have undamaged crops believe that 
hail suppression was responsible 
for protecting them from the many 
severe storms that occurred this 
year, Also, there are still some who 
believe it is impossible to suppress 
hail. 

There are different methods used 
to suppress hail in different coun- 


tries throughout the world. The 
most practical research has been 
carried out in Australia, France, 


Italy, Germany, Switzerland, Uni- 
ted States and Canada. It is 
known that hail suppression is be- 
ing used in Russia but very little | 
data is allowed through the Iron 
Curtain. Some of the European 
countries and Australia have used 
rockets which disperse hygroscopic 
salts into clouds with some appar- 
ent degree of success. Also, carbon 
black dispersed into clouds has giv- 
en interesting results, However. 
practical use is essential if the best 
method of using any of these ma- 
terial Or a combination of them, is 
to be found, 

An entirely different weather 
pattern occurred this year as com- 
pared to the three previous years 
of hail suppression. For example, 
a three week period in July and 
most of September had few hall 


threats, while during the latter 
part of June and all af August, 
very severe conditions developed. 
The major damage occurred on 
July 27th, August 2nd and August 
26th, with the greatest amount of

storm. During several days of the 
operational period. severe hail 
threats developed but little damage 
occurred, These situations took 
place on July 3rd and 20th, and 
August 16th, 17th, and 18th. Any 
one cf these days could have given 
severe hail under normal circum- 
stances but no damage of any 
kind was reported with the excep- 
tion: of a small area east of Carbon 
on August 17th. 

The 1958 storms were spread out 
to a degree that the two available 
aircraft were adequate to cover 
them but this year on at least five 
occasions, more aircraft were need- 
d to handle the situations that 
developed. 
itwation was indietated during the 
last major storm on August 26th. 
The aircraft being dispatched on 
a first-come-first-served basis were 
not able to begin seeding the mid- 
afternoon storm until it Was within 
a few miles of the project, where 
it had already reached a 12 mile 
width. Up to this point large areas 
of 100 percent damage had occur- 
red in the entire hail path. After 
a time lapse which was necessary 
for the aircraft seeding to become 
effective, the swath of hail dam- 
age decreased to 3 to 4 miles wide. 
with little 100 percent damage. 
Following the storm as it continued 


east of the project, and again af- 


ter a lapse of time when the seed- 


ing would be no longer effective. 
the hail swath increased to ten 
miles wide with considerable 100 


percent damage. 


There is evidence that hail sup- 
pression was quite effective on a 
number of occasions but with the 
high incidence and intensity of hail 
storms this year, more damage 
could be expected. There is also 
evidence that other cloud seeding 


techniques may in the future, add 
to the effectiveness of the methods. 

During the hail suppression per- 
jod a total of 9208 generator hours 
were operated and the aircraft 
were flown on 49 days. Approxi- 
mately 7'% inches of precipitation 


was recorded at the Didsbury Hail 
Suppression office while hail sup- 
pression was in effect,

Autumn is here with all its gol- 
den beauty. The crispness in the 
air tells us that winter is not far 
off but now is the time for the 
hunter, 

Many homemakers have mixed 
feelings in having the hunter re- 
turn with the bag of game birds. 
There is a distinct flavor to game 
meats which are not appreciated 
by everyone. However, the method 
of handling and cooking the meat 
makes a great deal of difference 
to the taste of the dinner. 

HANDLING GAME BIRDS 

The fast removal of body heat 
following killing is essential. Out 
in the field break neck, chop off 
head or sever veins and arteries 
of bird to drain blood. Never pile 
game birds in the trunk of a car, 
rather spread them out. This per- 
mits the air to circulate among 
them and hasten cooling. If cam- 
ping out-doors overnight hang 
them in a tree. 

PLUCKING 

Skinning is 


and SKINNING 
much the simplest 
way, but in many cases results in 
the loss of flavor and dries the 
meat. This is especially true when 
you plan on roasting the bird, 

It is better to pluck the larger 
feathers. Pin feathers can be eas- 
ily removed by immersing bird in 
pail of boiling water having mel- 
ted wax on the top, The wax will 
cling to the bird when lifted out 
and can be easily peeled off plus 
the pin feathers when cool. 

EVISCERATING 

The bird, do not forget to re- 
move the oll sack located at the 
base of the tail. If it is not re- 
moved before cooking it imparts a 
off-flavor to the rest of the 
fowl. 

WILD FLAVOR 

Some people enjoy the wild fla- 
vor in which case it is not neces- 
sary to soak or marinate the bird 
before cooking. Personally I pre- 
fer to soak game birds from 4 to 
24 hours in a heavy salt solution 
in the refrigerator. This helps to 
draw the blood and reduces the 
wild game flavor. Other methods 
of reducing the wild flavor are. by 
marinating in vinegar, mild wine 
or sour milk, or by parboiling with 
sliced oninon and carrot added to 
the water. Here are some cooking |

OTTAWA REPORT 


By k. M. WOOLLIAMS, M. P. 


There are dozens of farmers who 
have called to me in reference to 
the new Canadian Loan Legislation. 
I have written two previous letters 
giving details of the new Act in this 
newspaper. 

The Legislation, as I have set out 
previously, was approved by Parlia- 
ment in the last Session, but be- 
fore it actually becomes law it has 
to be proclaimed by the Govenor- 
in-Council, 1 have been advised 
this week by The Honourable Mr. 
Douglas Harkness that at the pres- 
ent time his Department is drafting 
regulations under the new act and 
working to set up a new Organiza- 
tion. He stated that he hoped to 
have this completed within a few 
weeks and then they would be in 
a position to have the Act pro- 
claimed and it will be put into ef- 
fect. He mentioned that when the 
Act is proclaimed, due publicity will 
be given it through the Press and 
the Radio 

In view of the large amount of 
interest shown in reference to this 
new legislation, I will be most hap- 
py to hear from anyone in refer- 
ence to the same and endeavour to 
supply the information sought. 
However, until the regulations are 
fully complete and become part of 
| the Act, it is difficult to be certain 
at the moment how it will funcion. 

The new Office for Loans will be 
called “The Canadian Farm Loan 
Board.” The old Act was adminis- 
tered from the City of Edmonton. 
I have always been in favor, and 
have spoken openly in this regard, 
that Offices should be opened in 
other Centres in Alberta. I would 
be particularly interested to hear 
from farmers in this respect.

It can be prepared much like a 
chicken, varying the method accor- 
ding to the age, When roasting 
rub the outside with butter or strip 
with thin slices of bacon.
